denounced American cooking 
and yearned to get back to cab- 
bage and sprouts to plaice and 
chips, and to those puddings 
with the sauce which tastes the 
same, be it white or yellow in 
color. 


His article is symptomatic of 
a@ prevailing mood. 

The British currently are dis- 
enchanted with their American 
cousins, largely because of the 
Suez Canal stand. They also 
have come to look upon Presi- 
dent Eisenhower with a jaun- 
diced eye, charging that he 
talks strongly, but acts weakly, 
and that it is never possible 
for the British to know what 
the U.S. foreign policy is from 
one day to another. 


Indeed, Mr. MacColl has pre- 
dicted the decline and fall of 
Mr. Eisenhower. And if the 
budget situation is not retrieved, 
the President will have lost 
much prestige and power. In- 
ternational relationships pro- 
foundly will be affected by any 
substantial reductions in the 
Eisenhower budget. 


Russian Overtures 


The Russians already are 
making overtures to the French 
for direct discussions. For years 
the Soviet has dreamed of split- 
ting the NATO allies and of 
making individual treaties. 


Mr. MacColl’s criticisms of us 
are more philosophic than poli- 
tical. He obviously fears for our 
soul. He gave his readers a long 
list of what he particularly dis- 
likes about the United States. 

He began with, in a dispatch 
faithfully reported from London 
by the New York Times service, 
** ‘the jumbo swirl of riches and 
plenty and dragon-huge, Taj 
Mahal-conspicuous motor cars, 
the unending masses of people 
dressed up in clothes so increas- 
ingly fantastic that life at times 
seems to be one long fancy- 
dress party.’ 

“He said he wanted to get 
‘away from a roaring torrent of 
informality, with sweaty T-shirts 
starting to make their appear- 
ance in what were formerly 
smart restaurants (more and 
more like Moscow!)’ 


“Mr. MacColl complained 
about high prices that had ‘long 
ago taken off like misguided 
missiles.’ He expressed pleasure 
to be leaving ‘the land of the 
young executive,’ ‘the careless 
gunplay of trigger-happy cops,’ 
‘millions of tranquilizer pills,’ 
and ‘psychiatry run riot.’ 


American Cooking 


‘**Good cooking’ and ‘knowl- 
edgeable service in restaurants’ 
he found obsolete. 


‘* ‘How nice,’ he wrote to his 
readers, ‘to escape from a land 
where the children are increas- 
ingly insupportable, ill-mannered

This derision of us stems, one 
may be sure, from disillusion- 
ment with our political direction, 
or lack of it.

“This is legislation on which 
ample time should be afforded 
every member of the House to let 
his views be known,’’ he added. 


Forrester said proponents of the 
bill in the rules committee evi- 
dently knew that they would have 
to give the Southerners some 
time for general debate. But they 
are afraid to give the Southern- 
ers enough time for the people 
all across the nation to learn just 
what the bill does, he added.

The longest government of post- 
war France was defeated by 250 
to 213 on its 34th vote of confi- 
dence. The immediate issue was 
a bill to increase taxes but it was 
the cabinet’s entire program, 
particularly relating to Algeria, 
that was under fire from a dis- 
‘cordant combination of Commu- 
nists, radicals, conservative inde- 
pendents and extreme right- 
| wingers. 

‘POSTPONES RESIGNATION 

| After almost 16 months in of- 
fice, Premier Mollet went to the 
Elysees Palace to hand in the 
resignation of his government to 
President Rene Coty. But the 
President delayed his acceptance 
until he had consulted with the 
Assembly’s political groups. 

Constitutionaly the Premier 
could have stayed in power, for 
his opponents failed to obtain an 
absolute majority of the Assem- 
bly against him. Such a majority 
would have required 298 votes out 
of 594. But as a matter of practi- 
cal politics he could not continue 
when beaten on such a fundamen- 
tal issue as government finances. 


STICKS TO DECISION 


After seeing Coty, Mollet con- 
firmed his ‘‘absolute will’’ to stick 
to his resignation. A Socialist 
communique spoke in bitter 
terms of the ‘‘fall of the govern- 
ment.’’ The two statements made 
it clear that the government con- 
sidered itself out of power and 
awaiting a successor. 


The cabinet will remain in of- 
fice in a caretaker capacity until 
a new one is formed. Reduced to 
what are called ‘‘current affairs,”’ 
it can take no major decision or 
make any major pronouncement. 


PROBLEMS IN SUSPENSE 


Until a full-fledged government 
is in power, serious problems re- 
main in suspense. Such has been 
the drain on the budget caused by 
the Algerian war, among other 
things, that the treasury is hard 
up for cash. Such has been the 
foreign trade deficit that foreign 
currency reserves are down to 
rock bottom. Despite their de- 
feat tonight new taxes are con- 
sidered inevitable, no matter 
what is the composition of the 
zovernment.

Startin June 


The Atlanta public school sys-| 
tem’s first summer program de- 
signed to improve the reading 
skill of students and to improve) 
the teaching of reading, will begin 
June 17, Miss Ira Jarrell, school 
superintendent, said Tuesday. 


Miss Jarrell said the dual pro- 
gram will be established at seven 
schools, five for white and two 
for Negro pupils. Students who 
have completed the third grade 
may enroll for the course, which 
will be held one and a half hours 
daily, five days a week.

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Fight Delinquency 
With Revised Setup 


Reported existence of “‘sex clubs” in- 
volving groups of teen-age girls at two 
Augusta schools renews attention to the 
upsurge in juvenile delinquency. 

Richmond County school officials 
adopted the proper course of action in 
admitting evidence the clubs did exist. A 
hush-hush attitude in such instances ac- 
complishes little good if any. On the other 
hand, turning the spotlight of truth on 
conditions alerts parents and educators 
elsewhere to be on the lookout to block 
such organizations before they get started. 
Very often these so-called clubs are the 
product of vicious gossip, rather than fact. 
But they all require prompt investiga- 
tion. 

The vast majority of youths are decent, 
law-abiding citizens. It’s the relatively 
few who are not who are doing the dam- 
age. FBI reports show a marked increase 
in the ranks of the latter. 

Many solutions to the problems of 
juvenile delinquency have been tried and 
others suggested. Approaches which Hugh 
Carney, chairman of the Georgia Board 
of Pardons and Paroles, outlined Monday 
to the House subcommittee on juvenile 
delinquency are sound and should be fol- 
lowed. j 

He advocates a statewide juvenile 
court system, more detention homes for 
juvenile offenders and a revised program 
for putting youthful lawbreakers on pro- 
bation whenever possible. 

The present setup for trials of ju- 
veniles is a patchwork arrangement. In 
some instances they are tried in courts 
along with adult criminals while in other 
counties there are separate -juvenile 
courts. 

The entire program for the most part 
can and should be carried out by the 
state. However, Carney is seeking federal 
help in specialized fields, such as re- 
search on causes and cures for juvenile 
delinquency and in providing scholar- 
ships to train experts in the field. These 
requests should be granted. 

Another way in which Washington can 
help is through federal aid to education. 
Good schools certainly are powerful 
weapons in the fight against juvenile de- 
linquency. Despite the contentions of 
some who claim to be against federal aid 
to schools, it still is being accepted by 
many Georgia counties where defense in- 
stallations have caused booms in school 
attendance. There have been no reports of 
the federal government trying to dictate 
school policies in these instances, either. 

Measures to combat juvenile delin- 
quency cost money. However, they would 
pay for themselves many times over in re- 
habilitating youths. More than 50 per 
cent of Georgia’s 8,285 penal population 
consists of prisoners with known histories 
as juvenile offenders. That shows that re- 
habilitation efforts in the past have fallen 
way short of their goal. It’s time to change 
the pattern.

School Charity Drives 
Should Be Curtailed 


If imitation is flattery, then the origi- 
nators of the first charity drive have been 
complimented indeed. 

The American social order at mid-20th 
century is characterized by a multiplicity 
of public canvasses. 

For the most part the causes are good. 
They have received our support. They will 
continue to receive it. 

But it seems there has come a time that 
the campaign situation must be care- 
fully studied to see if the limit has not 
been reached in the number of drives for 
which there are time, volunteer manpow- 
er and funds available. 

Georgia school administrators have 
surveyed the situation. They believe the 
limit has been exceeded. They suggest 
through a committee that more than three 
drives in the schools is excessive. 

At least one school system believes 
even one drive is too many. 

The Winder-Barrow High School has 
had no fund drive nor magazine sale for 
two years. The principal says the ban 
has given both teachers and students more 
time to concentrate on classroom work, 
He estimates that formerly a third of 
their time went to the details of extra- 
curricular collections. 

The administrators’ committee does 
not urge the complete ban, although “no 
drive’ must have its appeal. They. see 
some good coming from the student role 
in humanitarian efforts. 

But they do see the need for control, 
as do teachers, parents and anyone else 
close to the situation. 

As many as 10 to 15 drives in a school 
year is literally too much of a good thing.

Find Motive and End 
Buford Prison Incidents 


It is well-known to psychologists that 
when one silly maiden giggles in a class- 
room’ she almost surely will set off a gale 
of giggles from most of those present. 
They may even mount to hysterical 
shrieks. 

But the fact that the state prison rock 
quarry at Buford once again has wit- 
nessed a number of prisoners follow a 
leader and smash their leg bones with the 
huge hammers used in breaking rock can- 
not be explained in the manner of giggles. 

This is a custom unique to Georgia— 
the breaking of leg bones with hammers. 
Some of those in the more recent break- 
ings are repeaters. They broke their legs 
a year ago and now have done so again. 

Prison officials have investigated. 
They seem, understandably, at a loss to 
explain it except with references to the 
desire of inmates for publicity and the 
example of a “ringleader.” This may be 
true and we sympathize with State Cor- 
rections Director Jack Forrester, but 
somehow the publicity angle doesn’t seem 
very strong. A man with a broken leg 
in a prison clinic cannot derive much 
pleasure or satisfaction from reading a 
newspaper clipping. The ring-leader rea- 
soning has more validity. A strong perso- 
nality might persuade others to join him 
in this dramatic protest against work in 
the quarry. 

An investigation is certainly in order. 

The men involved are desperate men 
and are those with the worst of records. 
No one suggests coddling them. But the 
public interest does dictate that care be 
taken in supervising the work load. A 
camp of desperate men requires guards 
and supervision above the average. The 
hard labor sentence for repeaters and 
for troublesome prisoners serves its pur- 
pose only if it is corrective. 

Director Forrester has a tough nut to 
crack. 

But we suggest that the inadequacy 
of explanations thus far advanced indi- 
cates that the basic ones have not yet been 
found. 

They must be discovered and remedial 
action taken.

Atlanta — The casual remarks 
at Gettysburg by Montgomery 
and the President were tactless 
and revealed an amazing ignor- 
ance of the Background of the 
famous battle. 

Right after World War II, when 
the then colonel, now Brig. Gen. 
S. L. A. Marshall, chief historian 
at Gen. Eisenhower’s headquar- 
ters, returned to his civilian job 
as editorial writer for the Detroit 
News, I asked him to sum up 
some of the personalities of the 
war. When he came to Montgom- 
ery he simply said, “He was the 
George Thomas of World War II.” 
The “Rock of Chickamauga” was 
a tower of strength on the defen- 
sive but a perfectionist and a 
very slow mover on the offense. 
So had Montgomery been in the 
War Between the States he would 
probably have been sacked. 


Lee did not want to fight a 
major battle in Pennsylvania. He 
was too far from his base. His 
army was scattered for many 
miles and came up a few divi- 
sions at a time. 

The armies stumbied blindly 
into each other, They both fought 
blindfolded. 

Where Meade failed was in not 
launching an all-out counterattack 
as Pickett’s mé@n fell back down 
the hill. 

As for Lee, he said it all with 
his comment; “I thought my Vir- 
ginians were invincible.’’

We had a graphic demonstration of 
that recently in the House raid on 
appropriations for the Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare, 
which Republican conservatives 
were able to make with the aid of 
Southern Democrats. 

An analysis shows a majority of 
Republicans in the House sided 
against the administration in the 
case of 12 out of 14 cuts made in 
that department’s appropriations, 
with Democrats casting a majori- 
ty of the votes responsible for 
slashing two of the appropriation 
items. 

Republicans could not have suc- 
ceeded in cutting the social wel- 
fare funds, however, without the 
help of the Southern Democrats. 

So the old coalition stays hitched 
on social welfare issues. 

Fprmerly this coalition also 
worked on civil rights measures. 
Rgpublicans, chiefly from the Mid- 


Republicans with large Negro con- 
Stituencies bolted the alliance with 
Southern Democrats on civil 
rights. 


These Republicans teamed up 
with Northern Democrats in a new 
coalition that forced the Eisenhow- 
er administration’s civil rights bill 
to the floor of the House last ses- 
sion. There it was passed, only to 
get pigeon-holed in the closing 
days of Congress in the Senate. 

This session the same thing is 
expected to happen in the House, 
but with a change in the Senate. 
The Senate GOP Leader, William 
F. Knowland of California, who 
acquiesced last session in the quiet 
burial of the civil rights bill, now 
is demanding action loudly and 
seems to mean it.

West ruffed 
with the jack of trumps and cash- 
ed the queen, This left South with 
only one trump so that while he 
could ruff one of dummy’s hearts, 
he was compelled to give up a 
heart trick at the end. 
Declarer had played the hand 
as though he had contracted for 
slam, in which case he _ should 
loow for a three-two diamond 
break. But inasmuch as the con- 
tract was for only 11 tricks, he 
should have sought the safety of 
the contract by leading only one 
trump. 

When both opponents follow, the 
contract is assured. The declarer 
then plays king, ace and another 
heart, ruffing in his own hand. Now 
a trump is played to the king and 
dummy’s last heart is ruffed by 
South. 

It doesn’t matter if declarer is 
overruffed at this point, because 
the enemy can take no more than 
the queen and jack of trumps. In 
this manner dummy retains one 
more trump than West.

peril. For all that we cherish and 
justly desire—for ourselvés and 
for our children—the securing of 
peace is the first requisite.’ 
| In his message to Congress, he

way for us to achieve a sub- 
|Stantial tax reduction.’’ This is 
'to succeed in waging peace, 
‘thereby permitting a substantial 
‘cut in our heavy military ex- 
penditures. But a substantial cut 
in such expenditures now ‘‘in the 
face of present world conditions 
would be foolhardy,’’ he asserted. 

The President spoke from his 
White House office with the aim, 
as he said, of bringing the facts 
to the people of what mutual 
security programs mean to them 
in their daily lives.

ESTABLISHED IN 1953 

This award, established in 
1953 and now considered a key 
summer fashion event of the 
nation, is sponsored and under- 
written by a group of leading 
cotton textile firms in collabo- 
ration with the National Cotton 
Council. 


Two Georgians served on the 
fury of 12 fashion authorities, 
representing retail stores and 
the press, to select the winning 
designer. They were Peter J. 
Stelling, president, J. P. Allen 
& Co., and Miss Jessica Daves, 
editor in chief of Vogue maga- 
zine, formerly of Cartersville. 

Following the presentation of 
the award, a fashion. showing 
of “Blue Ribbon Cottons’’ was 
paraded in the garden of Gracie 
Mansion. A_ series of Anne 
Fogarty’s summer designs in 
a variety of cotton fabrics was 
preceded by a showing of out- 


standing daytime, sports, aft- 
ernoon and cocktail costumes 
from the collections of top- 


flight American designers.

The finale of the show was a 
group of big summer evening 
dresses in cotton from Amer- 
ican couture collections, led off 
by Mrs. Fogarty herself wear- 
ing her own design in white 
pique.

“What's he doing?‘‘ I asked when I got her attention again. 

“‘Strangling the baby,’”’ she explained. ‘“This book, you know, 
is about primitive, wild, unrestrained people and I drew liberally 
on local conditions. But as I was saying.. .’’ 

We never did return to exactly what she was saying because 
there was a weird, uncanny noise in the background and while 
Maggie went to investigate we both forgot our line of conversa- 
tion.

Publishers dallied with the book and 
said nice things but didn’t buy until now, Now McGraw-Hfil has 
sent legal-looking contract, documents and money and it looks 
like Maggie, among other things, is about to be a published author. 


As I said, I couldn’t be gladder. And Maggie isn’t undone. 
Success won’t go to her head. She’s got those strawberries to pick 
and put up. But,she did show one flash of wild extravagance. 

‘I’m thinking,’’ she said, ‘‘of buying an unpainted chest for 
the baby’s clothes.”’

But the company—obviously aware of the 
fact that its success depends on the economic 
development of the communities it serves—is 
and has been investing heavily in Georgia’s de- 
velopment. 


Its avid support of industrial research activ- 


ity today can be traced to its own experience | 
with the sometimes astounding benefits to be | 


derived from technological advances. 


And though improved technology stems di- | 
rectly from ‘‘applied’’ research (the practical | 
application of facts and theories), its foundation | 


is ‘“‘pure’’ research (exhaustive investigation 


aimed at the discovery and correct interpreta- | 


tion of new facts.). 


Georgia Tech's Industrial Development 


Branch is doing both. 


Its funds for applied research come primarily | 
for | 


from private industry, which contracts 
projects to solve specific problems and meet 
given needs. 


The south Georgia project being sponsored 
by Georgia Power will necessarily involve pure 
research, too. 

However, McDonough declared, ‘‘the support 
of basic research (to discover new facts) in in- 
dustrial development is primarily the responsi- 
bility of the State of Georgia, (which) isn’t 
spending nearly enough money on it.”’ 

In its first fiscal year, which ends June 30, 
the Industrial Development Branch initiated its 
basic research work under a special $50,000 
grant made by Gov. Griffin through the Board 
of Regents. 


So far, the governor has not moved to set up 
a special grant for the coming year. 


And the regents have approved a new budget 
for this research organization—now incorporated 
as a part of Tech’s Engineering Experiment 
Station—of about the same amount as this year. 

That will keep it going, but it falls way short 
of the ‘“‘minimum”’ state financial support ad- 
vised in late 1955. 

It was recommended then that this budget 
be increased from $50,000 in the first year to 
$85,000 in the second and $115,000 in the third. 
with needs for ensuing years to be determined 
later. 


Additionally, the Tech scientists indicate on 
the basis of their first year’s work that the 
state would reap huge benefits by allocating 
$100,000 a year for a long-range geological sur- 
vey to determine the extent of Georgia’s de- 
posits of vital minerals. 


(State Geologist Garland Peyton says Geor- 
gia’s spending in this field—far below that of 
many states—is barely enough to scratch the 
surface.) 

Are the Tech people exaggerating the poten- 
tial benefits of a broad, soundly financed re- 
search program? 

Not if American industry, which spent $17 
billion for this purpose in the first half of this 
decade, is any criterion. 

Typical of this development was the recent 
statement of a top Proctor & Gamble executive 
who has seen soap change from an uncompli- 
cated business into a chemical industry ‘‘requir- 
ing extensive research.” 

“A sixth of our employes are now engaged in 
some phase of research,’’ he added, and ‘‘more 
than half of our volume is coming from products 
that didn’t exist in 1945.”’

Earning between $5,000-$6,000 
among the South’s 12,700,000 fam- 
ilies and unrelated persons were 
1,239,175. The next largest number, 
1,149,750, came within the $7,000- 
$10,000 level. 

In the “top bracket’’ and drag- 
ging down $25,000 and over were 
21,100. ‘‘Comfortably fixed” with 
incomes between $15,000 and $25.- 
000 were 114,975.
